“A pound of bread costs $6 and 
eggs are $1.80 each. 
“One day in Athens, I saw two 
starving children approached by a 
German officer who had noticed 
them and brought them two rolls, i

Commander F ara affirmed re­ 
ports frequently emanating from \ 
occupied Europe about the bad re­ 
lations existing between German 
and Italian soldiers. 
“A favorite trick of the Ger­ 
mans to get Italians out of Greek 
restaurants is to sing anti-M us­ 
solini songs.” he said.

Britons, being m ore in­ 
dividualistic and resourceful, have always 
been great colonists. The Japanese may go 
forth like bees from a hive, and return in 
the same manner. 
And their return in the 
present case, it m ay be assumed, will be 
helped mightily bv Uncle Sam, when he 
really turns his attention to th at job.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Moira KindofOrgan and 
Has Various Functions

NOT LONG ago in this column I 
mentioned that there had been a 
report of the discovery of a new 
vitamin which would prevent the 
graying of hair. I caid that I had 
seen some of the experiments with 
this vitamin in a biology labora-

tory on gray rats. I also said, 
most emphatically, that I did not 
believe its use in human beings 
would be attended with success, 
that I did not believe that it would 
prevent the graying of hair nor 
restore gray hair to its original 
color, and did not advise anybody 
to experiment with it until further 
investigation had been made. 
Just to show how impressive 
such statements in the press are, 
there has not been a day gone by 
since then, but that someone has 
written me, asking me where they 
can obtain the vitamin which I 
recommend to prevent the graying 
of hair. This is a little discour­ 
aging to a publicist, so I repeat the 
statement. 


Hair Has Purpose* 
But I am encouraged and very 
much interested by a report in the 
Journal of the American Medical 
Aseociation from Dr. Ales Hrd* 
licks, one of the most eminent eth­ 
nologists in the world. Ethnolo­ 
gists, as you know, have a good 
deal to do with hair and therefore 
Dr. Hrdlicka’s discussion comes 
with authority. 
Just what is hair and what are 
its functions? It will not do to 
answer this by saying that hair is 
an appendage of the skin and 
serves for a protection of the body. 
It does that, but that is not the 
whole story. 
Hair is really a kind of organ 
serving a number of purposes be­ 
sides mere passive protection. It 
increases the sensitivity of the 
skin. It has esthetic and mating 
significance and particularly, so 
far as this discussion is concerned, 
through its pigment it is an im­ 
portant means of elimination of 
certain by-products of nutrition. 


Contains Melanin 
In enlarging a hair one thou­ 
sand times, it will be seen to con­ 
tain a good deal of melanin. This 


is a pigment which is a by-product 
of nutrition and needs to be re­ 
moved from the body, and the hair 
is nearly the only organ for this 
elimination. “Make a count of the 
hair that man cuts and loses dur­ 
ing his life,” says Dr. Hrdlicka, 
“and the material thus eliminated 
will assume a respectable propor­ 
tion.” The ordinary graying of 
hair means not that melanin is 
changing or losing color, but that 
less and less of it is formed and 
hence present. Entirely gray or 
white hair Is that which is quit* 
free from melanin. 


Explodes a Myth 
It is possible that under starva­ 
tion and prolonged severe strain 
production of melanin in the body 
ceases and therefore the hair turns 
gray for a while, and as health is 
restored its natural color returns. 
The prisoner whose hair turned 
white in a single night, however, is 
a myth so far as scientific inves­ 
tigation has shown up to the pres­ 
ent time, because the melanin it 
dead and cannot possibly be de­ 
colored by any mental effect. It is 
possible that sudden graying may 
occur from the formation of bub­ 
bles of gas in the medulla of th* 
hair. 
Viewed in this scientific manner, 
it is difficult to see how any vita­ 
min can possibly affect gray hair. 
Early in the process of graying a 
vitamin might possibly fix melanin 
in the body for a short time, but 
this process would steadily grow 
more difficult with time until it 
became impossible.
